In fact, it was Cedo who first switch- 
ed me to left back and to be honest, | 
enjoy playing there. | like to overlap 
all the time.” 

However, Lujic has spent most 
of his playing career on the left 
wing. He played with Sloboda 
Tusla, Novi Sad and Jedinstvo 


Brcko in Yugoslavia. He's played 
against former Socceroo and 
Marconi sweeper Ivo Prskalo and 
the great Dez Marton of St 
George Budapest in Yugoslavia. 
And while with Jedinstvo he 
played against his old club Novi 
Sad, then coached by Frank 
Arok. 

‘We won of course,” said Lujic. 

But back to Cirkovic. 

"Cedo Cirkovic has made thou- 
sands of dollars for JUST. Before he 
came, the club didn’t make much 
money out of selling players. 

“| think that Cedo is a great man. 
|'m used to his style of coaching. He 
coaches like other coaches in Yu- 
goslavia. Everything is done with a 
ball. Players like that. 

“‘And he’s a very good man for 
developing players. JUST ce- 
rtainly has profited from this. 
Look at players like Zoran Hioski, 
Joe Picioane, Joe Palinkas and 
Mendo Ristovski. It was Cedo 
Cirkovic who built them into top 
players and JUST was able to sell 
all of them for big money.” 

Lujic has played under five 
coaches at JUST. Apart from Cirkovic 
and McLachlan, he also has played 
under Peter Jaksa, Milenko, Rusmir 
and Rocco Ille. 

“Remember that every coach has 
his own ideas. You can’t compare 
one coach with another. 


Lujic concedes that he didn't have 
a good season last year. He was in- 
jured early and kept playing. That 
was a mistake. But he feels a lot fitter 
now and he expects to get back into 
top form soon. 

“4 shouldn't have played with my 
injury last year. My sprint is the big- 
gest part of my game. | maybe sprint 
over 60 or 70 metres about 20 times 
in a match, but | couldn't do that last 
year. 


“| went on holiday in Yugoslavia 
last November and returned in Janu- 
ary.

However, | was 
sick with the flu for the last 10 days 
of my holiday so when | came back |} 
wasn't as fit as | should have been, 
But | can feel myself getting a lot

it's not easy to play a high stan- 
dard of soccer in your native country, 
then when you no longer are able to 
get a regular First Division game, 
make a clean break and come to a 
new country to play. Lujic knows the 
feeling. He thinks that too many 
players come here from overseas 
with false impressions of Australian 
soccer. 

**Too many players arrive here 


thinking that it will be easy to do 
well. That’s rubbish. Believe me, 


Australian soccer has quality. 
More quality than a lot of people 
think. There are players here who 
could play in a high standard 
overseas. 

“For me Oscar Crino is a very good 
player. He must work hard at his 


game all the time, if he is to keep de- 


veloping. 

"Peter Katholos also is good. He 
didn’t have a great season last year 
but now he’s showing people what 
hecan do. And | like John Kosmina 
too. He's a very physical player but 
he also is very smart in front of goal. 

“The biggest problem in Australian 
soccer is with junior coaches. There 
are many good young players here 
but they aren’t coached properly. If 
we had a lot of good junior coaches, 
believe me, soccer in Australia would 
be great.” 

JUST has been Lujic’s only club in 
Australia. Other NSL clubs have 
shown interest in signing him over 
the past few years but leaving JUST 
is no easy task. 

“! love Footscray J.U.S.T. The club 
has been very, very good to me and 
my only wish is to see it gets bigger 
and better. This present committee is 
working very hard. | know that. | 
can't complain with what they are 
doing.

Half aie million 
dollars outlayed in 
transfers and fat con- 
tracts — and not a 
championship to 
show for it yet! 

That is the sad story of big 
spender South Melbourne 
Hellas in its eight-year history 
in the National League. 

A conservative estimate of 
transfer fees paid to other clubs 
for a massive tally of 54 players 
bought by the club since 1977 
brings the total to $432,000 — 
and that does not include the 
huge cutlay the club has paid in 
signing-on fees to lure the players 
from other clubs. 

Hellas coach Len McKendry 
has confidently told president Leo 
Anezakis that the present squad 
will see the club through the next 
three years. 


McKendry is renowned for 
moulding sides over 2 period of 
more than one ortwo seasons — 
and if allowed to stick to his 
beliefs it will be a first for the club 
which has been known to splash 
out on new players at the first 
sign of bad results 


Anezakis has so far backed! 
McKendry to the hilt — and for 
the first time the club is refusing 
to be held at gunpoint by players 
demanding ,big-rises, as is clearly 

yebeing’shown by the stand against 
Carl Halford 

But whether the club can retain 
that policy with a band of suppor- 
ters that demands a winning team 
at all Costs remains to be seen. 

Regardless of what the future 
holds the club will always have 
painful reminders of numerous 
big-money signings which failed 
to meet the chaotic standards set 
by supporters after being hailed 
as superstars when signing on the 
dotted line for the first time at 
Hellas. 

Among the numerous failures 
are $14,000' buy Mendo Ris- 
tovski who played only seven 
games for the club, Graham 
French who scored only two 
goals in 20 league games after a 
$10,000 move from Mooroolbark 
and Steve Carr who figured in 
only eight games — including five 
as substitute - in the turbulent 
1979 season after his $10,000 
switch from Green Gully. 

Other players who arrived with 
big-buck tags but failed to,make it 
at Hellas include Peter Vaughan 
{one game for a $4000 aqutlay) 
David Jones (who played: only 
10 games after his $15:000 
transfer from Adelaide City) and 
Gerry Bennett, who was dis- 
carded by coach Tommy Docherty 
only 18 matches after he crossed 
from Green Gully for $5000 

The imports side of the story 
also includes many who failed to 
hit it off at Hellas 

In most cases their transfer fee 
has been listed as $2000 in the 
accompanying chart -— 4 con- 
servative estimate which would 
take in the air fare from Britain, 
telephone bills and early accom- 
modation costs but does not. in- 
clude signing-on fees 

That group includes Malcolm 
Manley who was brought from 
Leicester at the tail end of the 
1977 season and played in only 
two games; Nos! Mitten who 
moved to Albion after only nine 
NSL appearances: Danny 
McCluskey who was brought 
from Stenhousemuir and did not 
make the NSL side and Tony 
Turner who caused a furore in 
1979, costing Hellas three points 
in the League because he did not 
have a clearance from his non- 
league club in England 

Turner played nine games for 
Hellas in the NSL. 

Others whose costs have been 
placed relatively cheaply at 
$2000 because no other details 
are available ere Billy Bergman: 
{one game in 1978) Kem 
Drakefore {12 games in 1979, 
recruited from Wolves) and John 
Hansen, the Danish keeper who 
made a total of 20 appearances in 
1978 and 1979. 

There was the all-expenses 
paid trip to Hong Kong in 1977 
for a well-known photographer to 
negotiate with Dave Anderson 
whose transfer never material- 
ised. 

THe photographer is a good 
friend of mine and to ensure he 
stays that way the trip has also 
been conservatively estimated at 
$2000 all-up 

The photographer offered 
Hellas defender Roy Stark, but 
the club turned him down and 
Stark joined Canberra instead
